His Success Begins 
With One Rooster and Twelve Old Hens

Aside from being n successful landowner and 
businessman, Jesse Bennett takes pleasure in Icing 
from Stoddard County and knowing the gentle 
people who inhabit it. 
More than 100 years ago, his grandfather, Samuel 
Bennett, married the daughter of a neighboring farm 
family. One of their sons, William Harmon, later 
married Miss Emma Walker, whom he had known 
since childhood. Jess«* Bennett was their last child and 
only son. He was born Nov. 16, 1906, in a house atop 
a small hill overlooking WalkiT cemetery alongside 
Mt. Zion Baptist church on Crowley's Ridge, within a 
few miles of the birthplace of his grandparents and 
parents. 
He began his formal education at Liberty, a 
one-room school typical of those years.

“THERE ARE A LOT more interesting things in 
Stoddard Countv than me.*. 


“ I didn’t go half the time,” he recalled. “ If the 
weather was had, my mother just didn’t make me go. 
I was spoiled, do you believe that?” 
As an agricultural student at Bloomfield high 
school, Bennett began raising poultry for a class 
project, as well as a profitable enterprise. Today, a 
structure housing thousands of prime broiling hens 
stands where, as a student, Bennett had a chicken 
coop. 
“ I had 12 old hens and a rooster, then,” he 
recalled. 
We both laughed at the analogy. 
He graduated from Bloomfield 
1927, a year later than did Miss 
Howard. In 1929, they were married. 
“ I’m older than she is, but I finished school later 
than she did,” he said, “and she’ll never let nv* forget 
it.” 
They had known each other all their lives, these 
two youngsters whose pioneer families settled in 
Stoddard county several generations back. 
“Our parents went to Liberty Baptist church 
together,” he said. “ My mother would carry me on 
her arm and Hallie’s mother carried her on her arm, 
and that’s how long <igo we m et,” he added as we 
passed the old frame church. 
They moved to St. Louis to seek their fortune but 
returned to Bloomfield after a few months. 
“ 1 couldn’t get used to St. Louis,” he said, “ it was 
too big. I’m just a country boy.” 
Back home, Bennett decided to go into the cream 
business. ‘‘My wife’s dad asked me where I was going 
to get the m oney, and I told him I was going to 
borrow it from the bank,” he said recalling the 
details. “ I was confident that those people would be 
proud to lend me $150, but when 1 went in the bank, 
the man at the front right quick referred me to the 
president. It took some convincing, but he let me 
have the m oney.” 
“What would $150 buy?” I asked. 
“Oh, a lot,” Mrs. Bennett answered, “as much as 
$700 or $800 will today. It was a lot of m oney!” 
Mrs. Bennett is a gracious, smiling woman who 
beams with pride when she talks about her husband 


...and her children. 
“ We started out on a shoestring,” she laughed, 
“ and 
in those 
days, 
you 
had 
to

The successful cream business established on that 
borrowed shoestring thrived and made way for other 
endeavors, including a wholesale grocery business that 
the Bennetts sold in 1956. 
Contributions to a com m unity’s growth and

although Bennett is unquestionably one of the finest 
agri-business men in this area. He has served on 
numerous com m ittees and hoards

Living Costs’ 
Rise Smallest 
In Four Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
cost of living, as measured by 
the government, edged upward 
one-tenth of one per cent in 
January.

years

A CONSPIRACY OF SILENCE 
The reason why all this has to be stated here is simply that 
women, who could state it much better, have almost unanimously 
refrained from discussing such matters at all. One finds, indeed, a 
sort of general conspiracy, infinitely alert and jealous, against the 
publication of the esoteric wisdom of the sex, and even against the 
acknowledgement that any such body of erudition exists at all. 
Men, having more vanity and less discretion, are a good deal less 
cautious. There is, in fact, a whole literature of masculine babbling, 
ranging from Machiavelli’s appalling confession of political theory 
to the egoistic confidences of such men as Nietzsche, Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, Casanova, Max Stirner, Benvenuto Cellini, Napoleon 
Bonaparte and Lord Chesterfield. But it is very rarely that a Mane 
Bashkirtsev or Margot Asquith lets down the veils which conceal 
the acroamatic doctrine of the other sex. It is transmitted from 
mother to daughter, so to speak, behind the door. One observes its 
practical workings, but hears little about its principles The causes 
of this secrecy are obvious Women, in the last analysis, can prevail 
against men in the great struggle for power and security only by 
keeping them disarmed, and, in the main, unwarned In a pitched 
battle, with the devil taking the hindmost, their physical and 
economic inferiority would inevitably bring them to disaster. Thus 
they have to apply their peculiar talents warily, and with due 
regard to the danger of arousing the foe. He must be attacked 
without any formal challenge, and even without any suspicion of 
challange. This strategy lies at the heart of what Nietzsche called the 
slave morality — in brief, a morality bawd upon a concealment of 
egoistic purpose, a code of ethics having for its forem ost character 
a bold denial of its actual aim.

A University ol Louisville psychologist has publicized 
the results of a study he conducted with 3.416 people. He 
asked these individuals a simple question: What have you 
been thinking about during the past five minutes? 
It may come as a surprise but his findings (published 
in the January. 1971, Together, a publication of the United 
Methodist Church) reveal that people think about religion 
twice as often as they do about sex. 
The age groups show the variety of lite For instance, 
young people 118-25» think about sex once every 10 min­ 
utes and religion every ‘25 minutes. Dr Paul I) Cameron 
noted in bis observations that older individuals lover 651 
think about sex only once an hour and turn to religious 
thoughts almost every 10 minutes The middle-aged crowd 
has the most unique brain waves: They have religion on 
their mind every 15 minutes, sex recycles about every 35 
minutes: and as frequently as they think about sex, they 
think about their pets! Animals are a great concern and 
it is good reason for the strong national mood for the pro­ 
tection ol wild life and the development of humane edu­ 
cation. 
More studies of this sort would be helpful and interest­ 
ing. Cameron might classify the attraction of thought 
patterns around sports and politics. They at e deeply inter­ 
woven in our culture and shape so much ol our personal 
lives. Anyone want to guess on the amount of tension 
created by the string of football games that marches 
across the television screen? Probably a hidden factor in 
those late January divorces. Some husbands need to 
worry more about their tight marriage than the All-Star 
play at tight end. 
A few other stray observations that caught our fancy: 
Peoples have a lot more fun at the seashore when they 
are not thinking about money. Also, according to Cam­ 
eron, women seem to be happier at work than men 
Women’s Liberation may not like that one. 
None of these studies reveals the emotional intensity 
that people put into their thoughts about religion and sex 
The guilt, apprehension, hope and well-being factors are 
not measured. However, we have seen in political issues 
the spillover of religious emotion and vice versa. Thè 
school-prayer controversy rates high on this scale; so 
does sex education, whether you want more or less in the 
public educational system. 
CBS Radio producer Larry Nathan has noted the sharp 
•ise in letters and cards that follows serious discussions 
on divorce, abortion, addiction that are covered in panel 
discussions, debates and interviews. He also has com ­ 
mented that listeners by the thousands are reaching out 
frantically for advice and pleading for assistance in find­ 
ing immediate guidance for personal problems. Perhaps 
the larger questions for churchmen is this: What are we 
doing to aid those who are in such throes of moral calam ­ 
ity? The religious questions are really eternal and do not 
fluctuate with the rise and fall of institutions

T hu s 
they have to app ly their peculiar talents w arily, and w ith due 
regard to the danger o f arousing the foe. He m ust be attacked 
w ith o u t any form al challenge, and even w ith o u t any suspicion o f 
challange. T h is strategy lies at the heart o f w hat Nietzsche called the 
slave m o rality — in brief, a m o rality based upon a concealm ent of 
egoistic purpose, a code o f ethics having for its forem ost character 
a bold denial of its actual aim .

Sex in T houghts 


By DAVID PO LIN G 


A University ot Louisville psychologist has publicized 
the results of a study he conducted with 3.416 people. He 
asked these individuals a simple cpiestion: What have you 
been thinking about during the past five minutes? 
It may come as a surprise but his findings (published 
in the January. 1971. Together, a publication of the United 
Methodist Church» reveal that people think about religion 
twice as often as they do about sex 
The age groups show the variety of life For instance, 
young people «18-251 think about sex once every 10 min­ 
utes and religion every 25 minutes. Dr Paul I) Cameron 
noted in his observations that older individuals (over 651 
think about sex only once an hour and turn to religious 
thoughts almost every 10 minutes The middle-aged crowd 
has the most unique brain waves: They have religion on 
their mind every 15 minutes, sex recycles about every 35 
minutes; and as frequently as they think about sex. they 
think about their pets! Animals are a great concern and 
it is good reason for the strong national mood for the pro­ 
tection of wild life and the development of humane edu­ 
cation 
More studies ot this sort would be helpful and interest­ 
ing 
Cameron might classify the attraction of thought 
patterns around sports and politics. They are deeply inter­ 
woven in our culture and shape so much of our personal 
lives. Anyone want to guess on the amount of tension 
created by the string of football gam es that marches 
across the television screen? Probably a hidden factor in 
those late January divorces. Some husbands need to 
worry more about their tight marriage than the All-Star 
play at tight end. 
A few other stray observations that caught our fancy 
Peoples have a lot more fun at the seashore when they 
are not thinking about money. Also, according to Cam ­ 
eron, women seem to be happier at work than men 
Women’s Liberation may not like that one. 
None of these studies reveals the emotional intensity 
that people put into their thoughts about religion and sex 
The guilt, apprehension, hope and well-being factors are 
not measured. However, we have seen in political issues 
the spillover of religious emotion and vice versa 
The 
school-prayer controversy rates high on this scale; so 
does sex education, whether you want more or less in the 
public educational system. 
CBS Radio producer Larry Nathan has noted the sharp 
’is«* in letters and cards that follows serious discussions 
on divorce, abortion, addiction that are covered in panel 
discussions, debates and interviews. He also has com 
mented that listeners by the thousands are reaching out 
frantically for advice and pleading for assistance in find 
ing immediate guidance for personal problems. Perhaps 
the larger questions for churchmen is this: What are we 
doing to aid those who are 111 such throes of moral calam 
ity? rhe religious questions are really eternal and do not 
fluctuate with the rise and fall of institutions
